As to claims 1 and 12, the prior art of records Nahum and all other cited 
references, take alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific 
structure or method of signal generating and processing circuitry operable to determine 
the high resolution surface displacement measurement, the signal generating and 
processing circuitry including a controller configured to determine the pixel address 
window and a memory including a pixel address window definition portion, determining

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a pixel correlation area that has an area smaller than the pixel address window, and 
which defines a number of pixel elements that will overlap in two successive 
correlation images and participate in correlation calculation used determine the high 
resolution surface displacement measurement in combination with all the additional 
elements of the claimed invention.
